Entle or Simple, for I make no diſtin@ion, I hate all ill 
Language, 1 deteſt the Name of Mob, and ſay, it ought 
not to be given to any of our People, but they rather call'd 
the Honeſt Jolly-Commons of England 3 'tis they that 
venture their Lives (in the greateſt Numbers ) for the Honour and 
Safety of their Country, both by Sea and Land, and therefore deſerve 
better Uſage at our hands : 'Tis they that have ſhew'd themſelves 
wiſer by much than they were thought to be, in their entire Deference 
ts the Government, and peaceful Demeanour during the Stop of -

Money among «4, which when in Motion was the only current Coin, 
all the Broad and Milld, that was left unclip'd or unmelied, having 
in the Revolution of a few Moons diſappear'd and (Spirit-like ) 
vaniſh'd quite out of our fight, having been hoarded by many People, 
(and tho the ſmall Sums of Money which uſually lie in the Hands 
of hired Servants, (of both Sexez ) ſeem inconſiderable in its Quan- 
tity, yet thoſe many petty Sums adiled make one great One, and all of 
the beſt Goin laid by ) which will now not only peep out, but come 
hear fully abroad in this F air-weather of Incouragement, of five per 
Cent. by our Wiſe Senate, to the great Comfort of ws all, more eſpe- 
cially at this Jundure. . 
Country-men, I here preſent you with ſome curious Remarks ; 
tie for your ſakes 1 kave colleJed and digeſtea them, by theſe you 
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may ſee what Fools our Enemies ( External and Internal) are, to 
flatter themſelves, and their Admirers, with the falſe Hopes of our 
Ruin and Deſtruction being near at hand ; henceforward they will

Our unmannerly and unreaſonable Murmmnrers at Home, are ever 
grumbling and repining; what fooliſh Lies and falſe Stories are they 
continually inventing, and ſpreading amongit the Weak and On-+ 
wary / the Innocent and the Ignorant are caught, and for a Time 
deceiv'd by, and impos'd upon, through the ſly and baſe Inſinuations of 
theſe Cacofuego's 3 but ſoon diſpoſſeſs'd by having a true State of Afs 
fairs laid before them.

bour, (the French) if this new Common-Wealth (once a* Bough of 
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that ſame buge Tree) bad not proteGed and preſerv'd the Remain. . 


der of thoſe poor Provinces. 

Beſides, at this FunGure 'tis impolitick to rail againſt the Dmtch, 
who are our Friends and Allies, in firi# League with ws : our All 
(on both Sides) is at Stake 3, therefore it behoves us to uſe thens well 
4 they do ws ;, for if either ſhould make a ſeparate Peace, the other'; 
undone, If the Dutch are too cunning in Commerce for ws, "tis our 
eMisfortune, not their Fault 5, it may be they employ Heads fitter for 
Negotiations of that kind, and apply themſelves more heartily to it, 
or may have ſome Advantages we not : be it ſo, or otherwiſe, 
we ought to look after our own Intereſt in Trade, and improve and 
ſecure it as well as we can, againſt the Dutch and Scots too, who have 
(both ) been undermining ws, one formerly, t other lately, and we muſi 
countermine them, and ſo prevent the doing us any Prejudice 5 but 
don't let us quarrel with Either at this unhappy Criſis, but go hand in 
hand to reduce Lewis, «nd ſtrip bim of his borrow'd (or rather 
flolen) Plumes 5, and when we ſhall be diſengag'd from this War, 

let us endeavour calmly to accommodate that Matter. 

Theſe angry Gentlemen that are perpetually blowing up the Coals 
of Diſſention, and would fain ſet us together by the Ears, pretend at 
the ſame time to be Engliſh-men, which [ can never believe ; for if 
they were ſo, they would eſponſe the true Intereſt of their Native (oun-

ints People (eſpecially poorer and meaner 
ſort ) againſt the Non-currency of the bad, and Scarcity of the 
Money, together with the Dearneſs of all Commodities 
but more particularly Bread, the Staff and Support of Life ) 
would at laſt have the wiſtied Effe&, put the Mob into a Tu- 
mule, which would riſe to a general Revolt, ſhake and ſubvert the 
Government, produce a Civil War, and after various and bloody 
Conflits, make way for the Return and Reſtoration of their 
Old Maſter, ( as they till call the late King Fame.) All their 
Advices from France concurr'd, ſpoke big, impatiently waitin 
the Good Hour; the Gallick Court fed with Hopes, ww latter's 
with falſe Joys of this Critical Minute : The Correſpondencies 
were tight, frequent, and ſecret, imparted to none on this fide but 
truſty Trouts, and on that fide the French King knows his Men. 
The Chriſtmaſs Holy-days (a time of Liberty to the Laborious) 
ell in as a happy Accident in ſo nice a ConjunQure ; every thing 
ſkem'd to conſpire, all Parties, all FaQions full of Murmurings 
and Reſentments, all uneaſy 3 a univerſal Damp upon Trade; the

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Country as well as the City, nay the whole Kingdom in a Fer- 
ment, (in their Tongues only, thanks-to-our-geod-Stars ) not 


knowing what to do in, nor think-of-the matter. So weak 
were the People to make worſe of it than it was; for ſoon after» 
the firſt Proclamation was publiſh'd, (which was as plain and as” 


intelligible as any thing in the World could be) not a bit of any 
Species of Silver Coin would ſtir, the very broadeſt, unclip', 
untouch'd Half-Crowns, tho all pure Sterling, were refuſed, and 
laid by, as loſt and uſeleſs Money : So filly and ftupid were the 
Folks ( who have always the ill Fate attending them to puzzle 
their Atfairs, and to make the Difhculres greater than they really 
are in themſelves ) ill Inſtruments mingled themſelves with the 
Populace to encourage their Diſcontents,-and improve the Evil: 
French Emiſlaries were ſprinkled up and down to the ſame end, 
and all the Odinw that Malice, or ill Nature ( for Wit they had 
none) could invent, or add, was thrown upon the Govern- 
ment 3 (tho the beſt in the World, and not at all concern'd in 
this unbappy Accident ) the Weight and Preſſure of the Taxez, 
and preſent Impoſitions urgd, with a y_ deal more of ſuch 
Stuff, (filly enough God-knows ) but all in vain 3 for the com- 
mon People, as ſtupid as they are thought to be, knew very well 
that it was a common Calamity, and that the Government could 
not help it, that the !Rogues that had” debasd and clipt*the 
Coin, were hangd as faſt-as they could be taken, and legally 
convidted ;. and that tho the Miſchief was great, and the Mif 
fortune the heavier, becauſe of the preſent expenſive and ha 
zardous War, yet that laſt was ſo juſt, honourable and neceſlary, 
that (as one Man) they were all fully fati>fied it ought to be 
carried on, and vigorouſly proſecuted, that being the only way to 
arrive at a happy and laſting Peace. All theſe Conſiderations be- 
ing reyol d and digeſted, kept the People in a due Temper, tho

As contemptible as our common People are in the Eyes of 
ſome, and as rebellious as the Engliſh are ſaid to be by others, 
( both equally out in their Opinions and Conjeftures) even this 
unhappy Accident, and at a JunQure fo nice, could not put 
our Nation into the leaſt Diſorder, fo as to diſturb the Govern- 
ment of this Kingdom, or the Domeſtick Peace and Felicity we 
enjoy 3 nay, tho the Evil was very heavy and prefling, yet no- 
- thing could cauſe any Tumult or Riot, no not the leaſt Commo- 
tion ( which has confounded our very Enemies at Home and 
Abroad ;) 9b patient were the People 1n their Adverſity, and fo 
conſtant in their Troubles, and fo firm in their Reſolution to 
afliſt the Government with their Blood and their Treaſure, in 
Conjunttion with their hearty Allies, to bring a perjur'd Prince 
and open Oppreſlor to hearken to Reaſon, and to do Juſtice, 
b feſt 
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firſt to his Nerghbours, and then to; his own Subjects. 

And now to ({hew you that the Condudt of the Engliſh Nation 
has been very extraordinary 1n this critical Time, I ſhall preſent 
you with ſomething very -curious and remarkable, and what 
will embeliſh the Hiſtory of this Renownd Ifland, and be an 
eternal Honour to the happy Inhabitants thereof.

very Afpet ſomething very fatal, ( Prodigy-like), was, all on 
aſudden the King's Receivers General of the Royal! Revenues, 
and of the: Parliamentary: Aids, the Colleftors of the -Cuſtoms 
and Exciſe throughout the whole Kingdom of England and Do- 
minion of Wales, gave poſitive Orders to their Sub-Receivers 
and Deputies to ſtop their Hands, and to receive no manger of 
Money, Gold -nor Silver, Sterling, or other of worſe Allay : 
The publick and great Markets of Live Cattel were in a manner 
unfrequented, the Graziers driving back their Fartlings, and 
keeping them and the reſt at home, rather than take uncurrent 
and diſputable Money 3 the Farmers and Country-men either 
he little or none, or caried away that Corn and Hay which 

they brought to Market ; the Bakers, Brewers, and But- 
chers, Cheeſmongers and Tallow-Chandlers, more curious, and 
more troubleſome than any, (except ſome few of. thoſe Pro- 
feffions, who, wiſer than the reſt, took all ſorts of Money, Gold, 
Stver, broad or clipt, Sterling or of coarſer Allay, and ex- 
'd with the People in the ſame Species, and fold at the uſu- 

al Price, and by that means had all the Trade, and got a vaſt 
deal in the ready Money, as well as fature Cuſtomers to their 
Shops and Stalls.) The Poor were in pain of«{tarving, the Rich 
unealy, becauſe tho they had better and more Money, yet there 
B 2 were 
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were no Magazines in the great Cities to ſupply the preſent Ne. 
ceſſities 3 nay, and what added to our Afﬀiidtions, and aggravated 
our Misfortunes, the Seamen (our beſt Bulwark)) were paid of 
(at their Return from long Voyages and ſharp Service) in the 
worſt ang moſt unpaſſable Money, which would not pay Debt, 
not buy Clothes or Bread, (thoſe near Neceſſaries, inſeparable 
to Human Life) nay and further, what carricd with it a Face 
Fear and Dread (worſe than the fiery Beams of thoſe blazing 
Meteors calld Comets, Heaven's Beacons, Lights to warn the 
wicked World of their approaching Fate) our Shipwrights and 
Labourers in his Majeſty's Yards and Docks, at Chatham, Poni 
mouth, Woolwich and Pepoford, were paid at that very time i 
the worſt Money that could be pick'd out for them; and wherez 
they uſed to be paid but a quarter of a Year's Arrears at a time,noy 
they had half, ſuch ſhuffling off bad Money was there, one fron 
another, ſharping each other. No Guinea's paid but at thirty, 
monſtrous and unreaſonable Price, and for thoſe no Change bi 
in this horrid Coin before mentioned 3 which Condu@ of the 
Clerks and Paymaſters had like to have (at one blow) ruin 
all our Naval Preparations for the next Summer : for the We 
men were in ſome ſmall Confuſion, ſeeing their Money woul, 
not buy Bread for themſelves, Wives and Children, nor cou 
they have any upon Credit; and as good be without Money, 
have that which would not go, and as good play for nothing 
work for nothing ; which Doctrine being current among ther 
they reſolv'd as one Man ( at all the foreſaid Yards and Docks 
not to ſtrike one ſtroke more on the King's Ships : but ſome wiſe 
than the reſt, and of ſome Credit (tho no Authority ) amor 
them, having work'd many Years with them, began to expo 
late, and (at Chatham) one made this handſome, honeſt an 
loyal Speech to them ; (and let me ſee any French Flourilhe 
' on tother {ide the Water, or Jacobite Haranguer on this, ſpea 
or write ſo much Senſe on any accaſion, to ſupport their Cauſe) 
And thus began! our honelt Ship-Carpenter of Chatham-Yard.

a greater Misfortune to us than all the reſt : yet nothing can de- 
ſtroy us, ſo powerful is the Genius of the Nation, and fo watch- 


ful 1s our Tutelar Saint, and fo grateful are the People to the 


King, who wakes both night and day, whoſe continual Care is 
for their Sake and Safety, and who bravely breaks through all 
Dangers, and hazards all that's dear and valuable to him fo 
their Preſervation. | 
And farther, to ſbew that our Condition is not ſo cont i 
ble as our Foes fancy, nor our Poverty ſo great as ſome think ;

keep: on: foot, -and the continuing the Intelligences eſtabliſh'd in 
the ſeveral Kingdoms and States, and the Correſpondencies that 
Court holds with the others, beſides the Equipping his Fleet, 
(which he now pretends to join and bring into the Ocean :) 1 
lay alt this Weight, and Burden upon him, will eat hinr up ; Se- 
eret Service goes deep, and few Men are ſo filly to betray their 
Countnes for nothing 3 they run great Risks of their Lives, E- 
ſtates; and of ruining their Families, therefore they muſt, nay 
they will be paid for theſe Hazards. 


Beſides, after all this Fluttring and Bouncing the French 
make, it's apparent to- all the World, by drawing New. 


Lines, that they intend to skulk behind them next as they did 
laſt Summer, and wholly at upon the Defenſive, contenting 
wmemſelves with bcing the SpeCtators of the Reduttion of

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their Towns, "which balks theic Armies, and in ſhort time 
will diſpitit.'m: for what Ceſar obſerv'd long fiance of the 
Antient Gazls, is true in the Modern French, who in the be- 
ginning of Action are fq rapid, thatthey ſeem to be more than 
Men 3; but when once reſiſted, are ſoon repuls'd, and then be- 
come leſs than Women. 'This Dodging and Peeping: from be- 
hind Redoubts and Works of Earth, won't do the Buſineſs 3 
will never make Lew# Lard of the Fifth Monarchy, for which he 
has (o (ſtrongly contended 3 and to gain which, ir has coſt him ſo 
many Millions of Treaſures, and ſome Rivers of Slaves Blood ; 
and: his i cn almoſt as much of both to keep him from it, 
which they have happily done, and by their late Succeſſes give / 
reaſon to hope they may in few Years cramp him, and fo pre- 
vent his very Pretenſions for ever. He ſeems to truckle by ſome 
late unexpeed Condeſcenfions, and by ſome more moderate 
and reaſonable Propoſals of Peace, which have been communi- 
cated by his Inſtruments, and preſs'd on their fide with much 
Heat and Zeal, -and an extraordinary Delire of ſetting a Treaty 
on foot, which has been abſolutely refus'd, and rejedled-by the 
Princes and States in League.
